ANY GIVEN WORKDAY, jewellery designer Abby Seymour can 
be found beneath the soaring ceilings of the Younghusband Woolstore 
building in Melbourne's Kensington, where she shares a studio 
space with textile designers Ink & Spindle. At her workspace, Abby's 
shoulders will be hunched, her neck bent, muscles tensed and eyes 
narrowed as she threads minuscule chain pieces together into one 
of her tassel pieces. She might spend 12 hours soldering ring after 
ring, or painstakingly buffing silver to a polish. "After getting familiar 
with the collection, you get to the point where making becomes 
second nature," she says. "And I love getting lost in the process." 

It's immediately clear the self-taught jewellery maker is detail - 
oriented and methodical. These traits not only brought her to the 
intricate world of jewellery, but also help her juggle her wholesale 
business with other work, including bespoke commissions and 
the ceramics workshops she holds at the studio. 

Drawing inspiration from the natural world, Abby creates a mix 
of high-quality everyday items and special-occasion statement 
pieces, blending crisp geometric forms with illustrative markings. 
On a deeper level, her work is motivated by a real commitment to 
sustainability. "All jewellery has some impact on the environment," 
she explains. "If I am going to use materials that have been mined 
from the earth, I am really conscious of making the most of them. 

So it becomes about creating pieces that are made to last and that 
the wearer will want to hold onto for a long, long time." 

Abby is one of only seven fair trade -listed gold jewellers in 
Australia. She sources ethical gems, the porcelain she uses is 
quarried in Victoria and she uses recycled silver and gold wherever 
possible. Then there are her hand-printed, hand-stitched jewellery 
bags, which are almost as prized as their contents. "It was really 
important to me that all packaging has a second purpose," she says. 

Her creative process is driven by her multi-disciplinary training. 
She holds a bachelor degree in printmaking and a masters of fine 
art from RMIT, and worked as a professional bookbinder during 
her masters degree. Following a time exploring printmaking, she 
spent three years collaborating with friend Katherine Wheeler on 
their joint ceramics label. Golden Ink. Even now, four years after 
launching her eponymous jewellery brand, Abby's printmaking 
heritage is revealed through her fine carvings on metal and new 
range of letterpress prints. Likewise, her background in ceramics 
is incorporated into her latest collection via sculptural hand -formed 
raku-fired ceramic components. 

All of these factors make Abby's jewellery highly autobiographical, 
although she is more concerned with the part her pieces play 
in other people's stories. As she explains, "To create something 
that someone will wear every day - and sometimes for the rest 
of their lives - that is really amazing." >

< The warren of rooms at the rear was demolished to make 
way for a more contemporary design: an open-plan kitchen/ 
living area opening to a generous covered deck, and an upstairs 
teen retreat with three bedrooms, a family room and multi- 
zoned bathroom. The front rooms, oozing heritage charm, 
were preserved, with a few minor improvements to maximise 
the light. “The traditional Victorian hallway is quite narrow, 
so we put in double doorways to all the rooms, which gives the 
impression of a much grander, wider entrance,” says Ruth. 

All this light, combined with a base palette of snowy white, 
provides the perfect backdrop for more lively hues, particularly 
at Christmas, when the family goes bauble-mad. “Now that the 
kids are older, they do a lot of the decorating,” Ruth says.

MODERN HISTORY 




When the mercury rises, this Sydney family heads 
south to their country retreat, where the living is easy

With its oLd-worLd sensibility, the modern addition to Mandie and Andrew's holiday home on the NSW south coast sits in harmony with 
the original cottage and the sprawling countryside. "The new section was designed to complement the old, but not replicate or overpower 
it," explains Mandie {above}, a mother of four. Youngest son Axel {opposite} swings underneath a spectacular ficus tree, while inside, 
earthy finishes and textures bind the new interiors to the home's heritage and provenance. > 
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B obbing up and down a meandering road, hugging the lush hills lining the NSW 
southern coastline, a sense of serenity abounds. On this steamy summertime 
morning, crickets hum in full force and, as visitors slowly cross the one-lane bridge 
that leads to Mandie and Andrew’s family getaway, there is a strong sense of 
stepping back in time. That is, until a striking house is revealed in the distance. 
As the forest of ancient gums clears, there sits what Mandie describes as a “Corten 
box” - a dramatic modern addition, all rusted steel, concrete and sandstone - that 
is respectfully wrapped around an original cottage, built in 1878 and now swathed 
in charcoal paint. “It was hilarious,” Mandie says, recalling the construction of the 
substantial modern addition to their holiday home. “Once we had the new part 
up, some of the builders said, ‘Right, when are we pulling this down?’ They hadn’t 
noticed we’d built the whole thing around the existing house!”’ 

Mandie, a heritage consultant with her own interior design and heritage 
company. Modern Heritage Matters, studies home histories for a living, so it’s no 
surprise she was intent on preserving the cottage, built by Alfred Blow, the son of 
Irish immigrants. “I was absolutely in love with this house, the orchards and the 
old sheds,” recalls Mandie of the first time she and Andrew spotted the property. 

The couple had spent years living overseas, mainly in Japan and Hong Kong, and 
had always wanted a holiday house when they returned to Sydney. “It was always, 
you know, ‘one day,”’ she recalls. “But then we had a screaming baby [Oska, now 
16] - so we’d get in the car and start driving to try and get him to sleep.” Eventually, 
a real-estate agent who’d heard of their weekend travels through the NSW 
countryside told Mandie: “We’ve got the perfect house for you.” >

Oska walks into the kitchen, which is perfect for 
entertaining for a crowd. "I wanted a kitchen big 
enough to fit a Lot of people at the same time," 
says Mandie. "Someone's peeling potatoes, 
someone's washing up... We've got it aLL going on. 
We often have II kids plus adults for dinner, so 
we need aLL hands on deck." Inspired by a 
Terence Conran design, the centrepiece of the 
kitchen is a honed Bedonia stone-topped island 
bench from Artedomus. Mark T uckey bar stools 
add the prerequisite wooden texture, while open 
shelves allow Mandie to indulge in her flair for 
selective decorating.

< He was right. The couple bought the property - once a piggery - in 1999 and, 
over the next few years, Mandie, a keen decorator with a lovely eye for history, filled 
the home with delightful finds, including beautiful hand-crafted quilts and treasured 
pieces, all with a sweet sense of nostalgia. The family expanded with the arrival of 
Celia, now 14, Saxon, 13, and Axel, 11, and the home quickly became the “Christmas 
house” for extended family and friends. Then, in 2008, the couple made the decision 
to renovate, with the help of architect friend Alex Roth. 

Taking cues from the raw textures, wood, sandstone and rust of the original 
cottage and centring the design around an existing palm tree that Mandie was 
determined to keep, the new addition has a contemporary aesthetic, with 
functionality and a relaxed, holiday vibe at its heart. It encompasses a master wing; 
girls’ and boys’ “dorms”, each with six beds; three luxe bathrooms; two easy- 
entertaining living rooms - one with a bar area - and an expansive kitchen that’s 
the social hub of the home. Beautifully chosen furniture, including pieces from Mark 
Tuckey and Melbourne’s Temperature Design, provide a sense of warmth, and then 
there’s the ever-present orangey tones of authenticity and hardiness that say this 
home is here for the long-haul. “I’ve always loved rust,” says Mandie. “I think that’s 
why I adore old buildings. Things need to be allowed to age.” 

Today, there is plenty of space for the family and drop-ins, and Mandie is at her 
happiest when the house is full. “We have 20 people from my side over Christmas, 
and then Andrew’s side come afterwards,” she says. Last year they had extras. “Andrew’s 
cousin’s girlfriend is Swedish, so her parents, who were here from Sweden, came too. 
Her father is a violinist and he played - it was just gorgeous!” As is this home that 
looks fondly to the past, but is definitely one for the future. “Celia talks about her 
wedding here,” says Mandie. “This will always be our home. This is family.”

P assionate decorator Deena can’t help but smile every time she 
walks up the timber steps to the front door of her family’s 
sun-kissed coastal home. It’s not only because the airy abode perfectly 
reflects her current love of all things light, bright and naturally 
beautiful. Or that the house occupies a postcard-worthy setting in 
a sleepy village on Victoria’s Mornington Peninsula, with the sand 
and sea little more than a stone’s throw away. It’s also because this is 
the ninth home that Deena and her husband Tim have reinvented or 
built in just nine years. And there’s every chance they’re not done yet 
- much to the dismay of Deena’s mother. “She tells people that she 
no longer writes our address or phone number in pen in her address 
book, which is probably a very good idea!” says Deena. 

Being such seasoned renovators means that Deena - whose 
heavenly decorating style landed her kitchen and ensuite bathroom 
coveted finalist places in Home Beautiful’s 50 Beautiful Rooms 
competition last year - has mastered the art of decluttering. “We just 
have what we need, and I clean out as we go - but the packing up 
and shifting is still exhausting and, unfortunately, we’ve run out of 
favours from friends,” she concedes. 

After opting for a sea change from the hustle and bustle of 
Melbourne almost a decade ago, Deena, Tim and their children - son 
Josh, now 10, and daughter Charlie, eight - quickly settled into the 
laid-back coastal lifestyle.

Inside and out, it showcases Tim’s flair for 
structural design and Deena’s keen eye for detail and, happily, the 
result is exactly as the pair visualised it. “Even the power points are 
in the right spot,” beams Deena. “It’s perfect.” 

Yet for this forever-on-the-move clan, the thrill that comes with 
new adventure continues to beckon. In fact, Deena, Tim and the 
children have packed up again - albeit only the bare necessities this 
time - and taken a leave pass from the everyday to fulfil another 
long-held dream: travelling across the country on the road trip of a 
lifetime. “We’ve decided to make our way clockwise around Australia 
in a caravan that’s smaller than our ensuite,” says Deena. “At the end, 
we’ll be pleased to get back to our beautiful house - but, really, it’s 
being where your family is that makes you happy.”

A former NZ international rugby player and his family 
have embraced the simple life in their renovated home

realty fell for here, it was the backyard," remembers Kirsten, "it provides us with a great feeling 
of space, especially for the boys, who need to have a decent run around at Least twice a day to 
blow off steam!" The generous garden also allowed room for an oversized deck (opposite) - made of 
hardy kwilla - which is perfect for entertaining. Replica Panton chairs (try Matt BLatt) give the deck 
a designer edge, while basic bench seats provide additional room when Lots of kids need to squeeze in. 
Leafy patterned cushions from Ses & Jen echo the Lush green surrounds. > 
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H ayden and Kirsten have never lived ordinary lives. When they 
v^ere engaged, the Ne^v Zealanders lived in separate parts of 
the country: Kirsten in the centre of the North Island, where she had 
a sports massage business, and Hayden 120 kilometres east in the 
Bay of Plenty, where he played for the New Zealand Sevens rugby 
union team (now known as the All Black Sevens). Before moving to 
Europe in 2006, when Hayden was offered a contract to play in Italy, 
they purchased an investment property in a beachside suburb in the 
picturesque Bay of Plenty region, with the dream of renovating it for 
themselves and their future family on their return. “Our goal was 
always to create a home full of friends and family,” says Kirsten. 

Four years, one wedding and two children later, the couple and 
their sons, Isaac, now seven, and Cruz, six, packed up their Italian 
lives and returned to New Zealand to tackle their home renovation. 
Hayden also made a dramatic career change, retraining as a secondary 
school maths and PE teacher and becoming the associate pastor of 
a local church. Adding another string to his bow, he also project- 
managed their reno. Friends and family volunteered alongside tradies 
to help pull the project together. “We were so blessed - we had so 
many people help us out,” says Kirsten. “We had friends who built 
decks, wallpapered, helped install joinery, painted, put up lights and 
plumbed kitchens, you name it. We had an insane amount of help.” 
To keep the budget down, the couple stuck mainly to the home’s 
original footprint and removed internal walls that divided the poky 
kitchen, dining room and study. “We covered over two doorways to 



install a new kitchen running entirely down one wall - a style 
common in Italian homes - which gave us a large, open-plan kitchen 
and dining space with a runway for the kids,” says Kirsten. Indoor- 
outdoor living also was a priority for the young family, which now 
includes daughter Stella, two. Aluminium sliding doors were added 
to give a seamless flow from the newly open-plan kitchen and family 
living area to the deck, which doubles as an outdoor room in summer. 

The decor was next on the list. “The home had 50 years’ worth of 
decorating layered on every wall and a threadbare vintage floral 
carpet,” recalls Kirsten, who cut her design teeth on this reno before 
going on to work as an interior stylist. The carpet and lino were 
ripped up to reveal original tawa floorboards, the brown interior was 
updated to a more modern scheme of black, white and grey, and clean 
lines, geometric shapes and typeface artworks were chosen for the 
walls. Yet, despite its stylish, cohesive finish, the bold monochrome 
palette wasn’t planned. “I just chose things that I liked the look of, 
not really realising the pattern of colour that was evolving,” explains 
Kirsten. “Now that it’s all together, it seems to really work.” 

Interestingly, the home has one unorthodox exclusion: there’s 
no television. Instead, an oversized, ultra-comfortable couch in the 
living room is the family’s focal point. “That sofa is all about book- 
reading with Isaac and Cruz, and feeding Stella,” says Kirsten. “It’s 
the boys’ Lego platform and Stella’s walking-around area. Family 
wrestles are had on that couch and lots of good snuggles. Our babies 
are our treasures. All three of them bring both of us so much joy.” 
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KITCHEN {opposite, right b below right} 
Originally three small rooms, the combined 
kitchen and dining room is now a stylish 
entertaining zone. White subway tiles are 
highlighted with charcoal grout to blend with 
the dark kitchen cabinetry, while also fulfilling 
Kirsten's love of geometric shapes and clean 
lines. In the adjoining dining area, retro-style 
dining chairs spotted on the internet were 
given a modern makeover - their frames were 
powder-coated in white to frame the 
oversized family dining table, designed by 
Kirsten and made by Blackmore Design. 

LIVING ROOM (below) The cosy Bo Concept 
'Carmo' sofa in the living room is the hub of 
the home. "It's one thing we will keep forever," 
says Kirsten. "I have loved it since I sat on it in 
their showroom three years ago, but it didn't 
fit into our budget then. Luckily the wait was 
worth it, as we nabbed it in a sale!" It's home 
to a Pia Wallen wool cross blanket (available 
from Norsu Interiors) and a collection of 
cushions found on Etsy. On the wall is a 
geometric artwork, also found at Bo Concept. > 
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MAIN BEDROOM {left} Kirsten and Hayden 
opted for one of the smaller bedrooms for 
themselves, which provided an intimate space that 
they then decorated with an industrial edge. Linear 
patterns are repeated in Kip & Co bedlinen and the 
hanging Hanlon & Howe light, but have been 
softened with a mix of textures including the hide 
rug, cascading greenery and the buttoned 
headboard, made by Kirsten. "The filing cabinets 
were sourced on the internet and we had them 
revamped - they provide the extra storage we need 
in this room," she explains. "And the reading light 
was a thoughtful gift from a good friend."

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11 ^ith its lofty, double -volume spaces and urban farmhouse feel, 
V 1 this contemporary home on the slopes of Table Mountain in 
Cape Town, South Africa, is the epitome of relaxed family living, and 
the perfect place for homeowners Amelia and Grant to raise their 
two daughters. The couple bought the house two years ago, seduced 
by the generous size of the block and the easy access to the mountain 
footpaths where they frequently walk, cycle and run. “The luxury of 
space we have here and the fact that we are enveloped in greenery is 
truly unique,” says Amelia. “Especially when you consider that the 
city centre is just a 10-minute drive down the hill.” 

While the position was brilliant for this active family of four, the 
couple fell equally in love with the home’s clean modern lines, the 
work of local architect Paolo Viotti. With its generous sense of space 
and light-filled interiors, the house is characterised by a seamless 
transition between indoors and out, thanks to the clever use of strip 
and clerestory windows, as well as moveable shutters that control 
light and circulation throughout the day. But with the chaos and 
clutter of family living, the couple soon realised that a small-scale 
renovation was needed, so they turned to interior designer Kate 
Moffatt, who had helped them previously with their beach house.

“The home had such good design bones that we didn’t really do 
much at all, except steal some space from the bathrooms to add to 
the bedrooms,” says Kate, who enlisted the help of architect Rick 
Brown. “The major renovation was lifting the roof above the garage 
and building a self-contained studio and home office there.” 

In terms of the interiors, Kate kept it simple, preferring to lighten 
things up rather than make drastic changes. “The original house had 
a lot of wood panelling on the interior walls, which made it quite 
dark,” explains the interior designer. “In the living spaces and 
playroom, I used the same colour palette throughout just to keep it 
continuous, while in the children’s bedrooms, each of the girls chose 
their favourite colour for an accent wall.” 

The generous living areas also required a furniture rethink. “We 
kept a few pieces that we’ve had for many years, but we needed to 
scale up our furnishings to fit in with the volume of the house, which 
necessitated some new, custom-made items,” says Amelia. To enliven 
the serenely neutral interiors, Kate added splashes of colour and 
graphic pattern. The result is a covetable and down-to-earth family 
space where nothing is too precious, and where the focus is on the 
natural beauty of its spectacular setting. 

KITCHEN The Layout of the sLeek gaLLey kitchen was Left 
LargeLy unchanged in the renovation, except for the addition 
of white subway tiLes and additionaL storage to keep the space 
uncLuttered. "The onLy thing we added was a much-needed 
scuLLery,” expLains interior designer Kate Moffatt, who aLso 
chose to repaint the waLLs in white to ceLebrate the Light 
that streams in through a timber-sLatted gLass ceiLing. Running 
paraLLeL to the Caesarstone-topped isLand bench is a soLid timber 
tabLe by LocaL craftsman James Mudge, surrounded by stunning 
wood and riempie (woven Leather) chairs by John VogeL. The 
designer exports his pieces; for detaiLs, visit vogeLdesign.co.za. > 
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Interior designer Kate 
conquered the challenge 
of the home' s generous 
proportions by creating 
"moments" within the larger 
living areas. Here, timber 
side tables are grouped 
within a semi-circle of 
sofas to create a cosy 
conversation zone, while a 
second sofa backing onto 
the centre seat (opposite, 
top) faces away from 
the room to create the 
illusion of solitude.

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+ TEST YOUR FAIRY LIGHTS 
Before you put them on the tree (and the 
stores run out of stock), give your fairy lights 
a dry mn. Then, when it's time to decorate 
the tree, HB's creative and food director, 
Imogene Abady, recommends putting the 
lights on first. "That way, you can get 
the spacing of ornaments right," she says. 

+ HELP YOUR TREE LAST 
A real pine tree (left) evokes unmatched 
Christmas nostalgia. When you buy your 
tree, run your hands over the branches - 
the fewer loose needles, the healthier it is. 
Saw off the bottom at a slight angle and 
place the trunk in water before a seal forms 
on the base. Top up the water every few days. 

+ SHARE the load 
W hen guests want to help, say a resounding 
yes. Ask visitors to bring a cheese plate, 
ice and perhaps breakfast for the next day; 
or get them to work setting the table and 
passing around nibbles and drinks (right). 
The same goes with offers to clean up. 

+ PLAN YOUR PLAYLIST 
Music is an essential mood-maker and 
also something that tends to get left to the 
last minute. Take the pressure off by inviting 
your guests to share the music on their 
phones or tablets, which can be synced to 
bluetooth speakers and played throughout 
the house.

With the summer entertaining season

NO LONGER a Luxury reserved for connoisseurs with sizeable 
cellars, wine cabinets - shelved units designed to store wine at 
optimal temperatures - are fast becoming a must-have on wine- 
drinkers' wishlists. "With our expanding wine culture and Love of 
entertaining at home, Australians now appreciate the importance of 
storing wine properly, particularly in our hot climate," says Thomas 
Benhamou of Vintec Australia. Of course, you can still store your 
favourite tipples in a stylish wine rack. . . but placement is key. Here, 
we help you make sense of the wine storage options available. Cheers! 
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SPOILED FOR CHOICE 

Wine cabinet or fridge? For those who take their wine seriously, 
a climate -controlled cabinet is a better option than a wine cooler 
or bar fridge. The latter generates intense cold and generally 
removes ambient humidity to the detriment of wine over time, 
explains Vintec Australia's Thomas Benhamou. "Wine cabinets have 
inclusions such as a humidity- management system to preserve 
corks, dark interiors with dim LED lighting, UV- treated tinted glass 
doors and wooden shelves to absorb vibrations," he says. 

Generally, cabinets work best when full, yet always check the 
weight limit on shelves to ensure the cabinet isn't overstacked, 
cautions Mark Bradstreet of Cracka Wines. Alternatively, if you are 
just starting out or have a modest cellar, try to space the bottles 
evenly through the unit, ensuring there is plenty of room for air to 
circulate and that the internal sensors and fans aren't blocked. 

Wine has optimum lengths of cellaring that depend on the varietal, 
people's palette and bottle size, as larger bottles such as magnums 
take longer to age. "Cellaring wine requires storage in a single - 
temperature wine cabinet where there's a consistent controlled 
temperature. This allows the bottle to mature over time as desired," 
says Tania MacPhee of wine storage specialist MacPhee's. "For 
shorter-term drinking, dual zone units are designed to keep whites 
colder than reds, while multiple -temperature cabinets allow you 
to serve different varietals at different temperatures." 

As for placement, you will want your wine cabinet handy, so the 
kitchen is an ideal spot. A full cabinet is very heavy, so ensure floors 
can bear the weight. Proper ventilation, room temperature and 
space for opening doors are also factors that need to be considered.

STOCKING UP 

The type and size of cabinet you choose will depend on several things: available space 
in your kitchen, how many bottles you're looking to store, and whether the cabinet is for 
cellaring or simply keeping your favourites at the perfect drinking temperature. Multi- 
temperature units can also be an entertainer's saviour by having various wines ready to 
serve. There's an increasingly large selection of temperature-controlled cabinets, from 
large capacity, freestanding versions to slimline units and under-bench integrated styles. 
"The trend is towards minimal design with the option of customising doors and finishes," 
says Tania MacPhee. "You can also configure shelving with soft close, champagne or 
presentation shelves, to meet the needs of your collection." Another point to think about is 
whether your collection is likely to grow, says Tania. "Often people start to buy more wine 
once they've sorted out proper wine storage, so it can be worthwhile investing in a unit 
with a slightly larger capacity than you think you may initially need," she says. "This will 
ensure there's plenty of space as your wine enjoyment increases."

FABULOUS FIZZ 

Grant Burge Wines shares its three top tips for keeping your champagne 
or sparkling wine in perfect nick. 

1. Regardless of whether you have a wine cabinet or a rack, temperature 
control is critical. Sparkling wine should be kept at a consistent 
temperature of about 12-16 degrees year round. 

2. Whichever method you use for storage, it's best to avoid direct sunlight. 

3. It's important to store sparkling wine horizontally so the wine stays in 
contact with the cork. It's also best to keep the wine in one spot to avoid 
movement and vibrations, as this can unsettle the wine. >

ON THE RACK 




If space, lifestyle or budget mean you're 
more likely to opt for a wine rack, it's 
still handy to know where to put it. 
Beware "filler" racks built into kitchen 
cabinets near appliances. "The most 
common mistake we come across is 
wine racks near the stove, as the radiant 
heat literally cooks the wine," explains 
Thomas Benhamou. Ideally, wine should 
be stored at a stable temperature, away 
from direct light, and where it's subject 
to minimal vibrations and good airflow, 
so position the rack away from direct 
sunlight and major appliances. 

Humidity is a also key factor; ideally 
it should remain between 65 and 75 per 
cent. "If it's too humid, you promote 
mould, which will deteriorate labels and 
corks. If conditions are too dry, you 
run the risk of corks drying out and 
shrinking," says Mark Bradstreet. Storing 
wine under cork on its side is also 
important in both climate -controlled and 
open-air racks, to help ensure the cork 
doesn't dry out. Screw- cap bottles can 
be stored vertically or horizontally.

1. In the bowl of a food processor, add half of the cherries and 
pulse until chopped. Put in a large, heavy-based pot. Cut remaining 
cherries in half and add to pot, along with lemon juice. Scrape 
seeds from vanilla bean using the tip of a knife. Add seeds and 
bean to cherries. Put over a medium heat and bring to the boil, 
stirring occasionally, for 5 minutes or until cherries are tender. 

2. Add sugar and stir until dissolved. Bring to the boil, then boil 
for 25-30 minutes, stirring occasionally. To test if jam is ready, 
place 2 small plates in the freezer for 10 minutes. Drop a spoonful 
of jam onto 1 plate and return to freezer for 2 minutes. Run 
your finger through the centre of jam, hold the plate on its 

side and, if jam holds its shape without running, it's ready. 

If jam doesn't hold its shape, cook for a further 2 minutes, 
then test again with remaining plate in the freezer. 

3. Skim any foam from the surface of jam, then spoon into hot 
sterilised jars and seal. Turn jars upside down for 15 minutes to 
create seal, then turn upright. Store in a cool, dark place for up 
to 2 months. Refrigerate after opening. 



BLACK FOREST PAVLOVA 
Serves 10 



8 eggwhites (about 280g) 

2V4 cups caster sugar 

1 tbsp dark cocoa 

lOOg dark chocolate, finely chopped 
400g cherries, pitted, halved 

2 tsp cornflour 

V4 cup cherry brandy 



V4 cup water 
600ml whipped cream 
Chocolate curls or 
Flake bar, to decorate 
40g nut bar, finely 
chopped, optional 
(see tip, below) 



1. Preheat oven to 120°C. Using a pencil, trace a 22cm circle 
on 2 separate pieces of baking paper. Grease 2 oven trays. 
Place baking paper on prepared trays, drawing-side down. 

2. In the large bowl of an electric mixer, beat eggwhites until 
foaming. With motor running, gradually add 2 cups of the 
sugar, 1 tablespoon at a time, continuously beating until soft, 
glossy peaks form. This will take about 15-18 minutes. 

Sift half of the cocoa into meringue mixture, add chocolate 
and stir gently to combine. Sift over most of remaining 
cocoa, then swirl through to create a marbled effect. 

3. Using a large metal spoon, divide meringue mixture 
evenly between prepared trays. Sift over remaining cocoa, 
then spread meringue to edges of circles. Bake for IV 2 hours 
until crisp. Turn oven off and allow meringues to cool in 
oven with door slightly ajar, preferably overnight. 

4. Put cherries in a small saucepan with cornflour, brandy, 
water and remaining sugar. Stir over a medium heat 
until sugar dissolves. Simmer for 2-3 minutes or until 
cherries become soft and mixture thickens. Remove and 
set aside to cool completely. (This can be done a day ahead. 
Store in a covered bowl at room temperature until needed.) 

5. To assemble, place 1 meringue disc on a cake stand and 
spoon over % of the whipped cream, keeping within 1cm 
from the edge to allow for spreading. Spoon half of the cherry 
mixture over cream. Top with second meringue, then spread 
with remaining whipped cream. Spoon over a little of the 
cherry mixture. Arrange chocolate curls on top. Sprinkle with 
nut bar pieces, if using. Serve with remaining cherry syrup.

IV 3 cups warm water 
2 tsp caster sugar 

2 tbsp olive oil 

7g sachet dried yeast 

3 cups plain flour, 
plus extra for dusting 



2 tsp sea salt flakes 

1 tbsp chopped rosemary 
300g cherries, pitted 

2 tsp rosemary leaves 
Olive oil cooking spray 
Labneh, to serve (see tip, below) 



1. To make dough, combine water, sugar and oil in a large jug. Sprinkle 
over yeast. Stir to combine. Stand in a warm place for 10 minutes 
until frothy. Meanwhile, sift flour into a large bowl. Stir in 1 tsp of the 
salt and the rosemary. Make a well in the centre, add yeast mixture 
and stir to combine. Use your hands to bring dough together. Turn 
onto a lightly floured surface and knead for 5 minutes, until smooth 
and elastic. Put dough into a lightly floured bowl, cover and rest in 

a warm place until doubled in size (this should take about 1 hour). 

2. Preheat oven to 200°C. Dust 2 large oven trays with plain flour. 
Punch down dough with your fist and knead lightly until smooth. 

Cut in half. Roll out 1 piece at a time on a floured surface until 35cm 
X 20cm and 2cm thick. Put on prepared trays. Using your knuckle or 
thumb, press dimples into dough. Press cherries into dough. Sprinkle 
with remaining salt and rosemary leaves. Spray with oil. Cover and 
sit in a warm place for 20 minutes or until dough has risen slightly. 

3. Bake for 20-25 minutes or until golden and focaccia sounds 
hollow when tapped. Transfer to a wire rack to cool. Cut into 
squares and serve with labneh on the side. 

Tip: Labneh is a Middle Eastern soft cheese made from strained 
yoghurt and is available at supermarkets and speciality grocers.

Pastry 

V 2 cup plain flour, 
plus extra for dusting 
V 4 cup self-raising flour

4 eggs, lightly beaten

1. To make pastry, put flours, sugar and butter in the bowl of a 
food processor and process until mixture resembles breadcrumbs. 
Add egg yolk and water, then process until mixture begins to form 
a ball. Turn out onto a floured surface and knead until just smooth. 
Flour surface again, and roll pastry out to a 30cm circle. Lift 1 end 
of pastry over rolling pin and carefully lift into a 22cm-wide and 
4cm-deep flan tin with removable base. Press pastry into tin. Trim 
edges. Refrigerate for 20 minutes. 

2. Preheat oven to 180°C. Line pastry case with baking paper and fill 
with uncooked rice or baking beans. Bake for 10 minutes. Remove 
paper and rice or beans, then cook for another 10 minutes, until 
pastry is lightly golden on the edges. Remove pastry case from 
oven, set aside, and reduce temperature to 140°C. 

3. To make custard, whisk eggs, sugar, cream and vanilla in a bowl 
until combined. Put pastry case (still in tin) on an oven tray. Pour 
custard into pastry case, then dot evenly with cherries. Bake for 
45-50 minutes, covering edges with foil if overbrowning, until just set 
in the middle (custard should still wobble when tart is gently shaken). 

4. Stand tart in tin on a wire rack to cool. When cool, remove tin, 
leaving the base on. Refrigerate for 4 hours or overnight. Dust 
with icing sugar to serve. ©

1. Place all ingredients in a medium saucepan over a medium heat and 
stir until sugar has just dissolved.

2 tsp brown mustard seeds 

3 tsp coriander seeds 

1 cup extra virgin olive oil 

2 tbsp chopped flat-leaf parsley 
IV 2 tsp dried chilli flakes 
2 tbsp preserved lemon rind, 

finely chopped 

1. Put seeds in a small frying pan over a medium heat for 2 minutes or until fragrant. 
Transfer to a mortar and pestle and pound lightly to release flavour. Transfer to a 
medium bowl and add oil, parsley, chilli and lemon rind. Stir until combined. Add 
mozzarella to bowl and coat with marinade. Refrigerate for 30 minutes. 

2. Meanwhile, using a mandolin, cut zucchinis and eggplants lengthways into 
5mm-thick slices. Cut artichokes in half lengthways. Combine zucchini, eggplant 
and artichokes in a large bowl with 2 tablespoons of the marinated mozzarella oil. 

3. Heat a char-grill plate over a high heat. Cook vegetables, in batches, for 2 minutes 
each side or until lightly charred. Set aside. Arrange vegetables on a plate. Serve with 
torn balls of mozzarella drizzled with marinating oil, and torn pieces of baguette. 

Tip: You can use drained oil from artichokes as part of the oil used in marinade.

2 balls (400g) fresh buffalo mozzarella

150g pancetta, rind trimmed, finely diced 

6 thyme sprigs 

1. Preheat oven to 180°C. Combine butter, oil and garlic in a small jug. Brush 

a 1.75 -litre metal or ceramic ovenproof dish with a little butter mixture. Using a 
mandolin, cut potatoes into 5mm-thick slices. Gather each potato into a bundle and 
place around outside of dish, continuing towards the centre until base is covered. 

2. Brush potatoes with some of the butter mixture, reaching in between a few 
of the potato slices. Sprinkle with salt and onion powder. Bake for 1 hour and 
15 minutes, brushing with more butter mixture halfway through. 

3. Remove from oven and baste with butter mixture in the bottom of pan. Sprinkle 
with the pancetta and top with broken sprigs of thyme. Bake for a further 15-20 
minutes or until top is golden. Serve. > 
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T U R K E T T A 
Serves 6-8 

3 tsp dried fennel seeds 

1 tbsp chopped rosemary leaves 

2 tbsp chopped oregano leaves 
2 tsp finely grated orange zest 
1.8kg turkey breast fillet (see tip, below) 

2 cloves garlic, crushed 

1. Heat fennel seeds in a small frying pan over a medium heat for 2 minutes 
or until fragrant. Transfer to a mortar and pestle, then crush. Combine fennel, 
rosemary, oregano and orange zest in a small bowl. 

2. Put breast, skin-side down, on a clean surface and open out tenderloin. Cut 
a deep slit down the centre of thickest part of breast. Rub entire breast and 
tenderloin with garlic and 1 tablespoon oil, then season. Spread with herb mixture. 

3. Roll up firmly and tie at regular intervals using kitchen string. Put on a tray, 
cover with plastic wrap, then refrigerate overnight. Remove turkey from fridge 
30 minutes prior to cooking. Preheat oven to 200°C. Transfer turkey to a 
roasting pan. Rub with remaining oil. Roast for 1 hour, turning pan halfway, 

or until golden and juices run clear when pierced with a skewer. Allow turkey 
to stand for 15 minutes before carving. 

4. Pour pan juices into a small saucepan. Combine cornflour with Vs cup of 
the chicken stock in a jug until smooth. Stir in remaining stock until combined. 
Add stock mixture to pan with juices and bring to the boil, whisking often, until 
thickened to desired consistency. Season. Carve turkey and serve with gravy.

Dutch cocoa, for dusting 










1. Put egg yolks, whole eggs and Vs cup of the sugar in a large heatproof bowl. 
Using an electric mixer, beat until mixture is tripled in volume, pale and creamy. 
Gradually add hot milk and stir until combined. 

2. Put bowl on top of a saucepan of gently simmering water, making sure bottom 
doesn't touch water. Stir frequently, using a wooden spoon, for 20-25 minutes or 
until mixture thickens slightly. Put a sieve over a clean bowl and pour in custard. 
Sit bowl in a larger bowl of iced water for 15 minutes until cooled slightly. 

3. Meanwhile, put boiling water in a heatproof jug and sprinkle over gelatine. 

Stir until almost dissolved. Microwave on high for 10-15 seconds. Stir until 
dissolved. Allow to cool slightly. Combine remaining sugar, coffee, Marsala 
or Kahlua and liqueur, if using, in a medium bowl. 

4. Remove custard from iced water and whisk in mascarpone and gelatine 
mixture until smooth. Pour custard into a large measuring jug. Arrange a tightly 
packed layer of biscuits over a 20cm base round springform tin, cutting to fit. 
Brush with coffee mixture. Pour ¥4 of the custard over biscuits. Dip 1 biscuit 

at a time in coffee mixture for 2-3 seconds, then make another layer on top 
of custard. Pour over another ¥4 of the custard. Repeat with 2 more layers of 
biscuits and custard. Place tin on a tray. Cover loosely with foil. Refrigerate 
overnight (this can be done up to 2 days ahead). To remove from tin, run a flat 
palette knife around the side of torte before removing tin. Use a wide cake lifter 
to slide under torte to transfer to a cake stand. 

5. Whip cream until firm peaks form. Spread cream over side and top of torte. Dust 
top with cocoa. Cut 2cm off the end of remaining biscuits and place around side 
of torte, flat-side down. Serve. Remaining torte can be refrigerated up to 2 days. >

1. To make nuoc cham sauce, put all ingredients in a jug and stir until sugar has 
dissolved. Set aside to cool. 

2. Combine prawns and garlic in a medium bowl. Heat oil in a large non-stick frying 
pan over a high heat. Add prawns, in 2 batches, and cook, turning, for 4-5 minutes 
or until cooked through. Remove from pan. 

3. Cut cucumbers in half, slice in half lengthways, then cut into thin sticks. Soak 
1 rice paper sheet for about 20 seconds in a bowl of warm water until soft. Lift 
from water and spread out flat on a dinner plate. 

4. Put a lettuce leaf near top of sheet in centre. Top with small amounts of cucumber, 
mint, cabbage, beans, onion and 2 prawns. Fold bottom section of sheet over filling, 
then wrap up from the side to enclose, leaving 1 end open. Repeat with remaining 
ingredients. Serve, with nuoc cham sauce on the side.

200g yellow cherry tomatoes, halved

HARINATED STRIP STEAK SKEWERS 
Serves 6 



800g skirt steak (see note, below) 
Vs cup low- salt soy sauce 

1 tbsp tomato sauce 

2 tbsp rice wine vinegar 
1 tbsp caster sugar 



2 cloves garlic, crushed 

1 tbsp finely chopped ginger 

2 tsp sambal oelek 
2 tbsp olive oil 
Micro herbs, to serve 



1. Put steak in freezer for 2 hours or until semi-frozen (this makes it easier to slice 
thinly). Meanwhile, combine soy, tomato sauce, vinegar, sugar, garlic, ginger and 
sambal oelek in a large glass bowl. Set aside. 

2. Cut steak, against the grain, into V 2 cm-thick slices. Add to marinade and stir to 
combine. Cover and refrigerate for 1 hour. 

3. Soak about 36 x 20cm wooden skewers in cold water for 15 minutes. Thread 
meat onto 1 skewer. Thread another skewer at an angle through meat to secure 
wider pieces. Repeat until all meat has been threaded onto skewers. 

4. Heat oil on a barbecue or char-grill plate over a medium-high heat. Cook 
skewers, in 2 batches, for 1V2-2 minutes each side or until charred all over. Serve 
on a platter, and sprinkle with micro herbs. 



Note: Skirt steak produces a very tender, melt-in-the-mouth skewer that needs 
minimal cooking. You can also use beef tenderloin or fillet. >

Maybe knocking off more 
than the Ghostbusters wasn^t the best 
idea for a A£AJM/uiinn^ home life 



OUR FOREBEARS WOULD Likely gasp in horror at how 
casual our Lifestyles have become; particularly after the term 
"Lifestyle" was explained to them. Gone are the serried ranks of 
silverware arranged to reflect myriad dining courses (the only 
dressing for dinner now involves the oil and vinegar combo 
on the salad). And our ancestors would become positively 
apoplectic at the notion of cold seafood as opposed to hot 
turkey for Christmas Lunch. 

Some changes have 
undoubtedly been for 
the better as our Lives and 
homes have become a tad 
more Laid-back. And there 
are a bunch of items that 
we're glad no Longer quite 
fit. Spittoon, anyone? 

Just as tobacco, its by-products (ash. Living areas that smelt 
Like pubs) and accoutrements (Lighters encased in heavy crystal 
bases) feLL by the wayside, so did many of the accessories of 
aLcohoL consumption as we realised that maybe knocking off 
more spirits than the Ghostbusters tearr\ wasn't perhaps the 
best idea for a rich and rewarding home Life. 

That said, booze sure gave rise to some delightful homewares. 
Pride of place was given to punchbowls. These were such a part 
of Australian Life that they became a wedding present cliche 
and young homemakers often found themselves with the 
punch capacity to quench a smaLL thirsty town. The sheer size 
of the things - the bowls, not the towns - invited rampant 
decoration: think frosted swirls, cut crystal, etched motifs of 
tropical fruit and even metallic finishes. 

These details were mirrored in the dozen matching cups that 
came with the punchbowl and ingeniously hung from the sides 
via a series of plastic or metaL (fancy!) hooks. Add to that the 
similarly adorned Ladle that was another component of the set 
and you had an ensemble that was matchier than eHarmony, 



RSVP and Tinder combined. On top of aLL this was the sLy genius 
of being able to store the cups and Ladle in the bowl itself when 
not in use. As in, 363 days of the year. 

When the punchbowl was called upon, however, its contents 
were an exercise in creativity and that was part of the fun. Some 
recipes were precisely measured family secrets while others took 
the term punch Literally, comprising mainly Leftover Liquor and 

whatever mixer happened 






to be in the fridge and/or 
cupboard. "Whisky, tequila 
and pineapple juice?" What 
couLd possibly go right? 

The variety of punches 
consumed in Australia was 
as marked as punchbowls 
themselves. That said, one 

of the more ubiquitous components was Pimm's, a herb-infused 
gin affair that was easy on the palate but couLd sneak up on 
you Like a ninja. It had originated in London in the 1840s but 
was the perfect accompaniment to Australia's cornucopia of 
tropical fruits (cut into rough chunks, of course). 

Make no mistake, though, the punchbowl was not brought 
out every weekend - this centrepiece was made for special 
occasions. There it stood at big events, a chilled vessel sweating 
Like Kim Kardashian at a history quiz until Company arrived. 

And even then it was a case of FHB - an acronym this writer's 
mum would utter under her breath: Family. Hold. Back. 

So treasured were these receptacles and their contents, there 
is a suburb in Sydney called Punchbowl. There are those who 
will teLL you it's named after the shape of the vaLLey in which it 
sits, but as a nation with a notorious thirst, wouldn't it be Lovely 
if it stood as testament to our favourite festive season tipple? 
There's no Martiniville, Margarita Heads or Bloody Mary Hills. 

But Punchbowl will always be there. So raise a glass to this oLd 
friend - because that's what Christmas is aLL about. ®
